A 1946 model Aeronica plane 
was completely destroy ed, and th e 
wall and e q uii^ent in th e repair 
sh op of th e Lincoln Air Services 
damaged by a fire wh ich broke out 
about I p. m. Friday in h angar 
No, 5 at th e Lincoln municipal air 
field. 
William Wood, 58 , of 27 34 South 
Ninth , was partially overcome by 
smoke and fumes wh en h e opened 
a side door to th e repair sh op. 
Wood, an employ e of th e Lincoln 
Air Service, was sent h ome, but 
was not seriously affected, officials 
at th e field said. 
Bill Kite, owner of th e Lincoln 
Air Service, said th e plane was 
valued at $2,500 but could not esti­ 
mate damage to equipment and 
th e sh op. 
Employ e Dbcovers Blase. 
Origin of th e fire could not be 
immediately determined, h owever. 
George Steinert, an employ e, wh o 
discovered th e blaze, told a Star 
reporter th at h e first noticed th e 
wing of th e plane burning. Most 
of th e employ es were out of th e 
h angar for lunch . 
Steinert was just leaving th e 
repair sh op wh en h e saw th e 
blaze. Before h e could investigate 
h e h eard an ex plosion wh ich h e 
first assumed was th e fuel tanks of 
th e plane. However, it proved to 
be th e fuse box blowing up. Th e 
fire spread to th e partition be­ 
tween th e h angar and th e repair 
sh op but was brough t under con­ 
trol rapidly by fire departments 
from th e field and Lincoln, 
Th e plane wh ich was destroy ed 
was receiving a coat of “plastic 
dope” Kite said. 
Th e h angar is owned by th e city 
of Lincoln and leased to Kite.

CHICAGO— (A P) —Publication 
of Chicago’s two m orning new s­ 
papers, The Tribune and The Sun, 
was delayed for m ore than eight 
hours todav by a labor dispute 
w ith composing room employes 
and one afternoon new spaper. The 
Times, said typesetting had halted 
entirely in its plant. 
The Times, which used a photo­ 
engraving process to m ake up its 
paper, said in a joint statem ent 
w ith The Sun, that the m anage­ 
m ent “regards the action of the 
Typographical union as a strike." 
However, a n o t h e r afternoon 
new spaper, the H erald-A m erican, 
said it had experienced no com ­ 
posing room difficulties, and its 
first Friday edition was set on 
schedule. 
The Dally News, an afternoon 
new spaper, also said it expected to 
have its first edition ready ‘almost 
on tim e." 
"The Times appears today In 
drastically reduced size and em ­ 
ergency dress as a result of a com­ 
plete stoppage of production in 
the composing room," The Times 
said in a statem ent. 
The new s­ 
paper added it was necessary to 
cut the size of its issue from a 
scheduled 98 pages to 32 pages. 
H eadquarters 
of 
the Chicago 
local of the International Typo­ 
graphical union declined com m ent 
on the alleged halt of typesetting 
at The Times but earlier John J. 
Pilch, president of the local, said 
“there 
absolutely, 
em phatically 
was no strike at The Sun."

Late last week two small town gan gsters shot 
an d killed a youn g married man , the father of a 
tin y youn gster, an d then repeated ly raped a 19- 
jrear-old Un iveraity of Michigan coad . Surroun d ed 
in an iaolaled farmhouaa they were goin g to shoot 
M oist prtth the officers, an d thim got cold feet. They 
eon feaaad their orimea; were aen ten ced to life im- 
priaon man t in th« Wiscon sin stata pen itan tiary. 
Tha Jud ge who san taiiced tham expreased hia 
•on tan ipt for tham—hia regret that the laws of a 
atate would n ot permit him to impose the pun ish­ 
men t so richly d eaerved ^—the d eath pen alty. 
So they will lan guish behin d prison bars, 
warmly-housed , well-fed , clothed all at the expen se 
of the public. It would be d ifficult to suggest that 
they themselve* have an y respect for law; obvious­ 
ly they had n o respect for the sacred n ess of human 
life n or for the d ecen cy of woman hood . 
An d that is the prod uct of our sen timen tality. 
It ia the fruit of a misguid ed , mawkish id ea that 
there is somethin g fun d amen tally wron g in makin g 
tha pun ishman t fit the crime. All over this coun try 
well-mean in g people have Jeopard ized law-abid in g 
society by permittin g their emotion s to get away 
from them. 
Rape should be ad d ed to murd er as 
crimes pun ishable by d eath in the absen ce of ex­ 
ten uatin g circumstan ces. 


We, a fortun ate n ation , most blessed of an y 
people in the world , are in fin itely more articulate 
in complain t an d criticism than we are in expres­ 
sion of gratitud e. Our d ays are ao full, ao rich, so 
complete that we seemin gly lack the time to un d er­ 
stan d the most simple implication of this presen t 
era in which we are livin g. 
Almost without d issen t republican lead ership 
has limited itself to the cry for more prod uction In 
presen tin g its views of tod ay’s problems. 
More 
prod uction is so greatly to be d esired by all people. 
Yet the fact is that when it comes to food , on e of 
the chief items of livin g costs in every family’s life, 
the Un ited States has en joyed peak prod uction , un ­ 
preced en ted prod uction of food through a cycle of 
five years. 
'The 1947 wheat cr<H> waa the largect 
ever prod uced in this coun try; the 1946 com crop 
smashed all srxistln g American record s by an Im­ 
pressive margin . 'The great fertile bosom of Amer­ 
ica from 1941 on has yield ed food in quan tities 
n ever heretofore prod uced . If recen tly established 
record prod uction can be excelled . It mean s n ot on ly 
great prosperity for rural Amerfca, but for all other 
groups in America, an d mf>st of all It mean s that a 
n ation which in all kin d lin ess an d peacefuln ess has 
been a good frien d of the world ’s peoples, will be 
abie to make even greater con tribution s to human 
welfare.

There has been an other kin d of “d ust bowl’’ in 
the Un ited State« in mon ths of—shall it be called — 
high con troversy. For some observers it is as awe­ 
some, as threaten in g, as sin ister .as the d ust storms 
which roll from out of the Great Plain s to turn the 
skies a coppery hue an d to obscure the sun gazin g 
d own upon the tormen ted coun trysid e. Whether a 
physical d ust storm that d en otes d routh an d d am­ 
aged or d estroyed crops is worse than a vocal d ust 
storm that blots out essen tial public un d erstan d in g 
may be d ebatable, but n either can be healthful un ­ 
d er prevailin g con d ition s.

Even if con gress even tually puts 
the ad min istration of the Euro­ 
pean recovery program in a n ew 
agen cy, the state d epartmen t is 
certain to n eed able n ew recruits. 


'The charges again st the three 
proved baseless.

Here is a triumph for law, U would 
appear, in a case where reputed ly a man had been 
con temptuous of law—apparen tly had d elud ed him­ 
self in the belief that law n ever would catch up 
with him. The coun ty attorn ey it en titled to a lot 
of satisfaction over that verd ict, alon g with the 
commun ity. 


This coun try is a little bit all right In parts of 
its d aily life.
